A IVIaaterly Seraon br tke IWetliodtot 
Paetor on tlie Mnhject, ««Bap- 
tliini« Not Immersion.** 


In the sermon preached by Rev. D. 
C. Woolpert, the pastor of the Berry 
street M. E. church, Sunday evening, 
on the subject, "Baptism, Not Immer- 
sion," the reverend gentleman argued 
that immersion in water was not neces- 
sary to redeem us from our sins. He 
took as his text Romans, 6 chapter, 3-6 
verses and made a masterly argument 
against 
the position taken by his 
Baptist brethren. 


Immersion is not universally practi- 
cal, he said. The Gospel is for all the 
world, for every creature. 
It is adapted 
to every age, clime and condition in 
life, and all its ceremonies should be so 
adapted. 
But there are many parts of 
the world, where millions exist, where 
immersion is utterly impracticable for a 
large portion of the year. 
Other condi- 
tions of life interpose objections to this 
form of baptism, such as the sick in the 
hospitals and maimed and woi^ded and 
dying in the army. 
But the gospel is 
intended for all and it comes to eveory 
¿ge, race, nation or clime, at any and all 
aeasops of the year and says: 
"K^ow 
ye not ihat so many of us as were bap> 
tized onto Jeens Christ were baptized 
into his death." 


It is the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
that is necessary and the mode of the 
spirit is affuaipn or sprinkling. The 
speaker quoted a number of soriptunl 
passages anstaining this position, and 
said that in every place where the bap- 
tism of tiie spirit is mentioned in the 
Bible tiie mode enqiloyed is byaffamon 
and never 
immersion. 
He axgned 
the question at length and in im aUe 
manner and must have shaken the fufh 
many of the immersionists in his 
andienae.

BUBIilO OFFENCES. 


Amending section 2,117 of the revised 
statutes, making unlawful to take fish 
from a lake which has been stocked by 
the federal government at any time 
during the three years previous; pro- 
hibiting the use of explosives, spears, 
nets, traps, or pots of any kind in tak- 
ing fish, but does not apply to taking
